Dear Deputy Manier: 


On October 27, 2011, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to 
respond to the Sheriff's Department’s pending disciplinary action against you, as reported under 
IAB File Number 2295170. You were also advised of your right to review the material on which 
the discipline was based. 


You are hereby notified that pursuant to an Education-Based Discipline (EBD) Agreement 
between you and this Department dated October 27, 2011, you are suspended without pay 
from your position of Deputy Sheriff, tem No. 2708A, with this Department for a period of two 
(2) days. However, pursuant to the EBD agreement, the two (2) days will be held in abeyance 
for a period of twelve (12) months which will end on October 26, 2012. All Department 
records will reflect, nevertheless, that you received a two (2) day suspension. In accordance 
with the EBD Agreement, you have agreed to participate in an education-based alternative to 
discipline. Should you fail to complete any of the terms and conditions of the EBD Agreement, 
the two (2) days held in abeyance will be imposed. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2295170, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


15 That in violation of the Department’s Manual of Policy and Procedure 
Section 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, on or about October 
27, 2010, while on duty, you failed to odtain approval from a 
supervisor to conducta surveillance of a stolen vehicle and/or failed to 
notify detectives from San Dimas Sheriff's station that you had located 
a stolen vehicle from their jurisdiction. 
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2) That in violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure 
Section 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, on or about October 
28, 2010, while on duty, you failed to use appropriate tactics while 
ordering a car jacking suspect to place his hands on the hood of a 
patrol vehicle during a felony stop. 


Prior to imposing this disciplinary action, | have thoroughly reviewed the incident and your 
record with this Department. 


You will hereby take notice that any future acts of misconduct may result in more severe 
disciplinary action.

EDUCATION-BASED DISCIPLINE AGREEMENT

hereinafter set forth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Department and Deputy Manier for and in 
consideration of the mutual covenants contained herein, agree as follows: 


1. Both parties agree that the two (2) day suspension shall stand. 


2. | TheDepartmentwill, upon execution of this Education-Based Discipline 
(EBD) Agreement, hold the two (2) days in abeyance pending completion of the 
below listed classes. 


3. Both parties agree and understand that the Deputy Manier's records will 
reflect that the two (2) day suspension was imposed and may be used for the 
purposes of demonstrating "progressive discipline." Іп addition, the Deputy Manier 
understands that he will be subjected to additional discipline for each and every 
founded violation of the Department's Manual of Policy and Procedures. 


4. Deputy Manier further agrees to attend and complete the below listed 
EBD course and understands that failure to complete the course and assignment 
shall result in the imposition of the two (2) days held in abeyance: 


. Lieutenants’ Interactive Forum for Education (LIFE) class (8 hours) 
» Write an EBD evaluation гейесїїпд on your experience with the EBD 
process 


5. The Department may adjust Deputy Manier’s schedule to participate 
in EBD courses and EBD items, as EBD is conducted on-duty. 


6. Deputy Manier agrees to cooperate with his Unit Commander to 


complete the courses as soon as practicable, but no longer than one (1) year from 
the date of execution of this EBD Agreement. 


т. Deputy Manier further agrees to waive any and all further administrative a di 
И! 
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or judicial remedies with respect to the Letter of Imposition and the modified 
discipline, and also waives any administrative or judicial remedies with respect to 
any imposition pursuant to paragraph three (3), above. This waiver shall include, but 
not be limited to, appeals to the Los Angeles County Civil Service Commission 
and/or the Los Angeles County Employee Relations Commission. 


8. The parties further agree that this EBD Agreement shall not be 
considered, cited, or used in future disputes as establishing past precedent or past 
employment practice. 


9. In consideration of the terms and conditions set forth herein, Deputy 
Manier agrees to fully release, acquit and forever discharge the County, and all 
present and former officers, employees and agents of the County, and their heirs, 
successors, assigns and legal representatives from any and all liability whatsoever 
for any and all claims arising out of or connected with the employment relationship 
between the County and Deputy Manier concerning the subject matter referred to 
herein. 


10. Deputy Manier further agrees to relinquish and expressly waives all 
rights conferred upon him by the provisions of California Civil Code Section 1542, 
which reads as follows: 


"A general release does not extend to claims which the creditor does 
not know or suspect to exist in his favor at the time of executing the 
release, which if known by him must have materially affected his 
settlement with the debtor.” 


11. The date of the last signature placed hereon shall hereinafter be known 
as the "date of execution" and the "effective date" of this EBD Agreement. 


12. The parties agree that the foregoing comprises the entire EBD 
Agreement between the parties and that there have been no other promises made 
by any party. Any modification of this EBD Agreement must be in writing.

On October 28, 2010, Sergeant Dondra Cullins, Sergeant Trent Denison, and Lieutenant 
Alicia Ault of Internal Affairs Bureau, responded to the 500 block of West Terrace in the 
city of Altadena regarding an on-duty non-hit shooting. Attorneys Cynthia Hernandez and 
Diana Teran of the Office of Independent Review were notified and responded to the 
scene. 


SUMMARY 


On October 27, 2010, while on-duty, Deputy Ronnie Manier received information from his 
Suspect Kyle Traub, may be in possession of a stolen car. 


IAB note: Deputy Manier 


УА provided Deputy Manier with a description of the stolen car. Deputy Manier 
drove around the neighborhood looking for the stolen vehicle and observed it parked 
approximately three blocks away from Suspect Traub’s residence. No one was in the 
vehicle and Deputy Manier confirmed that the vehicle was stolen by running the vehicle 
identification number in the Stolen Vehicle System (SVS). The vehicle was taken during 
a carjacking in San Dimas Sheriff's Station’s area on October 26, 2010. For approximately 
an hour, Deputy Manier surveilled the stolen vehicle. When no one attempted to move the 
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vehicle, Deputy Manier left the location and provided PM shift with the information 
regarding the stolen vehicle. 


On October 28, 2010, while on-duty, Deputy Manier drove by Suspect Traub's residence 
and observed the stolen vehicle in the driveway. Deputy Manier advised Sergeant 
Wolschon (field sergeant) of his observations. Two additional units (Cresenta Valley 
Station’s Unit #123 and an unmarked detective unit) were utilized for surveillance of the 
stolen vehicle. During the surveillance, Detective Ventigan cbserved Suspect Traub get 
into the stolen vehicle and drive away. Detective Ventigan communicated his observations 
to participating units. Deputy Manier left his containment position, at which time, he 
observed the back of Detective Ventigan’s unmarked vehicle traveling northbound on 
Lincoln Avenue. Although Deputy Manier did not see the stolen vehicle, he followed 
behind Detective Ventigan. Upon entering a residential area, Detective Ventigan continued 
eastbound on Deverian Place and Deputy Manier turned left onto Terrace Street (an u- 
shaped street). For further information, refer to radio traffic, [Exhibit B]. 


While driving around the curve on the 500 block of Terrace Street, Deputy Manier 
observed the stolen vehicle quickly pull over to the south curb. Deputy Manier parked his 
marked patrol vehicle approximately fifteen feet behind the stolen vehicle. Suspect Traub 
quickly exited the stolen vehicle and began to walk westbound on Terrace Street toward 
Deputy Manier’s patrol vehicle. Deputy Manier exited his patrol vehicle and ordered 
Suspect Traub at gunpoint by his first name, to stop, and raise his hands. Deputy Manier 
ordered Suspect Traub to the hood of his patrol vehicle. Suspect Traub walked to the front 
passenger side of the patrol vehicle and placed his hands on the hood. Deputy Manier 
attempted іо communicate to other units using his hand held radio, but was unable to do 
so, because of the malfunctioning of the radio. For further information, refer to report on 
radio, [Exhibit C] 


Suspect Traub ignored Deputy Manier’s orders to not remove his hands from the hood of 
the patrol vehicle. Moments later, Detective Ventigan arrived at the location west of where 
Deputy Manier was detaining Suspect Traub at gunpoint. He parked his vehicle against 
the north curb and exited his vehicle. Deputy Manier advised Detective Ventigan that his 
handheld radio was not working and told Detective Ventigan to broadcast radio traffic to 
alert other units of their status and location. While Detective Ventigan returned to his 
vehicle to retrieve his radio, Deputy Manier repeatedly ordered Suspect Traub to keep his 
hands on the hood of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Traub suddenly put one hand behind his 
back, at which time, Deputy Manier believed Suspect Traub was reaching for a weapon 
Deputy Manier fired one round from his Beretta across the hood of his patrol vehicle at 
Suspect Traub, however, the round missed. Suspect Traub immediately dropped down 
to the ground on the passenger side of the patrol vehicle. He placed his hands on the 
hood of the patrol vehicle and stood back up. Detective Ventigan provided cover for 
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Deputy Manier while he handcuffed Suspect Traub without further incident. Suspect Traub 
was not armed. For further information, refer to Shad-49 and supplemental reports, 
[Exhibit А].

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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


All physical evidence was located and collected by Scientific Services Bureau personnel. 
For a description of the evidence and the location where they were recovered, refer to the 
Evidence List [Exhibit E], Crime Scene Sketch [Exhibit F], and Crime Scene Photographs 
[Exhibit б]. 


The vehicle Suspect Traub was driving was recovered at the scene and found to be a 
reported stolen car from San Dimas Sheriff's Station’s area, and taken during a carjacking 
as documented under file #91 0-06624-0862-048. Suspect Traub matched the description 
provided regarding the carjacking suspect. 


SCENE DESCRIPTION: 


Terrace Street is a residential street consisting of single family residences on both sides. 
It is a u-shaped street that can be accessed from two different areas of Deverian Place. 
Investigators noticed Deputy Мапіегѕ marked patrol vehicle was parked at an angle 
approximately fifteen feet to the rear of the stolen vehicle driven by Suspect Traub. The 
stolen vehicle was parked along the south curb line facing east in front о ҮҮ. Terrace 
Street. Investigators also noticed one (1) expended 9mm shell casing on the street near 
the driver's door of Deputy Manier’s patrol car. 


A search for the expended bullet and point of impact was conducted, but neither was 
found. Based on the positioning of both Deputy Manier, Suspect Traub and the angle of 
fire at the time of the shooting, it was believed the round fired by Deputy Manier impacted 
the driveway of JW. Terrace Street. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY MANIER:

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR: 


Detective Allen Rich of the San Dimas Sheriffs Station was the lead detective regarding 
the carjacking. No charges were filed in relation to this shooting incident. 
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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The shooting occurred during the hours of daylight. The weather was cool and the sky was 
clear. 


ANTI-HUDDLING: 


JAB Lieutenant Ault checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Sisneros took 
reasonable steps to ensure that the involved party and witness did not discuss the incident 
among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. 


Lieutenant Ault also requested Lieutenant Sisneros take reasonable steps to ensure the 
involved party and witness did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative, 
in addition, to making an effort to have the involved party and witness gather in the 
company of a supervisor. 


IAB INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY RONNIE MANIER 

The narrative which follow are intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interview. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the recorder interview and 
attached verbatim transcription. 


On January 26, 2011, Deputy Ronnie Manier was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Dondra 
Culling and Trent Denison._He stated he patrols the -oa 285 


апа that Suspect 
Traub O O He said he has known Suspect Traub and for 
approximately ten years. He has never had a problem with Suspect Traub ог 


Deputy Manier said while on-duty on October 27,2011, һе was driving down the street and 
stopped to talk to advised him that 
Suspect Traub was seen driving a vehicle and he believed the vehicle was stolen. Deputy 
Manier added that it is common knowledge offend these who lived infheighborhood 
that Suspect Traub has a criminal history. 


Deputy Manier said he drove around the neighborhood looking for the stolen vehicle and 
found it approximately three blocks away from where Suspect Traub resided. He 
confirmed that the vehicle was stolen by running the vehicle identification number. It was 
taken in a carjacking from San Dimas Sheriff's Station's area. He watched the vehicle for 
a short period of time, but when no one attempted to drive the vehicle, he ended his shift. 


Deputy Manier said while on-duty on October 28, 2010, he and two other units were 
surveilling the stolen vehicle that was parked in Suspect Traub’s driveway. He said 
communication between himself and the other units were conducted utilizing L-Tac and cell 
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phones. Detective Ventigan broadcast that the stolen vehicle was moving from Suspect 
Traub’s driveway. Although he did not see the stolen vehicle he saw Detective Ventigan’s 
vehicle and began to follow behind it. He said when he drove onto Terrace Street (an u- 
shaped street) he observed Suspect Traub park the stolen car in front of Үү. Terrace 
Street. Deputy Manier attempted to utilize his radio to alert the other units of his status and 
location, but due to the malfunctioning of his radio, he was unable to accomplish the task. 
He said Suspect Traub quickly exited the stolen vehicle and began to walk toward him. 
Deputy Manier said he exited his patrol vehicle and stood in front of his open door next to 
the front driver's side fender and ordered Suspect Traub at gunpoint to place his hands on 
the hood of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Traub walked to the passenger side of the patrol 
vehicle with his hands up stating, “Oh, don’t do this. Don’t do this.” Suspect Traub, after 
being told several times, finally placed his hands on the hood of the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Manier said he stood on the driver's side of the patrol vehicle while Suspect Traub 
stood near the passenger side fender (across the hood from him) and constantly removed 
his hands off the hood of the patrol vehicle. He said Suspect Traub appeared to be very 
nervous. Suspect Traub's actions led him io believe that he (Suspect Traub) was possibly 
under the influence of a controlled substance. 


Deputy Manier said he tried to broadcast on the working frequency, his iocation and that 
he was detaining one at gunpoint, but his radio did not function. At this time, he observed 
Detective Ventigan drive toward him from the east and park his vehicle against the north 
curb a short distance away, then walk toward him. He told Detective Ventigan that his 
radio was not working and told him to broadcast their status and location. Detective 
Ventigan returned to his vehicle to retrieve his radio. 


Deputy Manier said he was ordering Suspect Traub to place his hands on the hood again 
when Suspect Traub suddenly put his right hand behind his back as though he was 
reaching for a weapon. Deputy Manier said he feared Suspect Traub was going to arm 
himself and shoot him, in self defense, he fired one shot across the hood at Suspect 
Traub’s upper torso. He said Suspect Traub ducked down below the fender and then 
stood up stating, “Oh man!” Suspect Traub then complied with orders to place his hands 
on ће hood. He told Detective Ventigan to cover him while he approached Suspect Traub 
and handcuffed him. Suspect Traub was checked for injuries, none were found and he did 
not complain of any injuries. 


Deputy Manier documented his actions in this incident on a supplemental report [Exhibit 
А] 


To provide clarity and for further reference, during the interview, Deputy Manier drew a 
sketch and used a crime scene diagram, refer to [Exhibit D]. 
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WITNESS INTERVIEWS 


The narrative which follow are intended only as a synopsis of the IAB interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obiained by reviewing the recorder 
interviews and attached verbatim transcriptions. 


On October 28, 2010, Detective Joey Ventigan was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dondra 
Cullins and Trent Denison. He said he was in an unmarked vehicle and assisting with 
surveilling the stolen vehicle that was parked in Suspect Traub’s driveway. He observed 
Suspect Traub get into the stolen vehicle and drive away. He advised the other units on 
L-Tac that the vehicle was moving and the direction of travel. Detective Ventigan said 
while he was in the driveway the suspect drove past him. He followed behind the stolen 
vehicle, but due to traffic, he lost track of it. He was able to observe the vehicle turn onto 
Deverian Place. He drove to Deverian Place, but when he did not see the stolen vehicle 
he continued westbound on Deverian Place. He decided to drive onto eastbound Terrace 
Street from Deverian when he observed Deputy Manier holding a white male (later 
identified as Suspect Traub) at gunpoint. He said Deputy Manier was standing on the front 
driver's side of his patrol vehicle and Suspect Traub was standing across the hood оп the 
passenger side. He said to provide assistance, he exited his vehicle and walked toward 
Deputy Manier. Deputy Manier advised him that his radio was not working and told him 
to broadcast their status and location. Detective Ventican said he walked backwards to 
his vehicle and reached inside to retrieve his handheld radio from the front seat. He was 
broadcasting information to the other units when he heard one gunshot. He looked in 
Deputy Manier’s direction and observed Deputy Manier detaining Suspect Traub at 
gunpoint. He heard Deputy Manier yelling to Suspect Traub, “Stop! Stop reaching in your 
waistband!” He saw Suspect Traub crouched down by the passenger front fender then 
stand up again. He said he returned to Deputy Manier's patrol vehicle and provided cover 
while Deputy Manier handcuffed Suspect Traub without further incident. 


IAB note: Мо radio traffic of a deputy involved shooting was broadcast. 


IABnote: Detective Ventigan mistakenly obtained an additional file number 
for his supplemental report. 


On October 28, 2010, Mr. И was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Dondra 
Cullins and Trent Denison. He said he was standing on the wall eee 
when he observed the stolen vehicle stop on the south curb of Terrace Street. Shortly 
thereafter, he observed Deputy Manier’s patrol vehicle pull up behind the stolen vehicle 
with his emergency lights on. Deputy Manier told the driver to get out of the vehicle. 
Suspect Traub exited the vehicle and went to the passenger side of Deputy Manier’s patrol 
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vehicle. Deputy Manier stood on the driver's side and told Suspect Traub several times 
to place his hands on the hood of the patrol vehicle. Suspect Traub did not follow the 
orders of Deputy Manier and began to argue with him. Another patro! vehicle (Detective 
Ventigan) responded to the scene and Deputy Manier told the deputy to get his radio, 
because his (Deputy Manier’s) was not working. He said Deputy Manier yelled, “Put your 
hands on the car!” Suspect Traub did not comply with Deputy Manier's orders. Suspect 
Traub moved and Deputy Manier shct one time. Suspect Traub dropped to the ground. 
Detective Ventigan returned to Deputy Manier’s patrol vehicle, at which time, Suspect 
Traub was handcuffed without further incident. Мг. said he did not know if Suspect 
Traub was shot. He also stated he knew Deputy Manier, because тоу _ 
He referred to Deputy Manier as “Ronnie.” 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 


On October 28, 2010, Suspect KyleTraub was interviewed by [AB Sergeants Dondra 
Cullins and Trent Denison. He said he has known Deputy Manier for a long time and has 
never had any problems with him. He said that when Deputy Manier stopped behind him, 
he walked toward Deputy Manier. Deputy Manier pointed a gun at him and ordered him 
to put his hands on the hood of the patrol vehicle. He asked, “What's going on?” Deputy 
Manier yelled, “Put your hands on the fuckin’ hood!” At which time, he said, “alright” and 
walked to the passenger side of the patro! vehicle. He placed his hands on the hood of the 
patrol vehicle, but did not have any idea of what was happening. A second deputy 
(Detective Ventigan) walked toward them from the east He had a feeling he was going 
to jail. He had cigarettes and a lighter in his hand and wanted to take them with him. 
When he removed his hand from the hood of the patrol vehicle to secrete the objects in his 
buttocks, Deputy Manier fired one shot at him. Although, the gunshot missed him, it 
scared him and he drapped to his knees on the passenger side of the patrol vehicle. He 
was handcuffed by Deputy Manier while Detective Ventigan stood by with his gun out. He 
said he was not injured during the incident. He felt Deputy Manier probably thought he had 
а дип. He believed Deputy Manier fired the shot as a warning for his (Suspect Traub’s) 
benefit to prevent Detective Ventigan from shooting at him.
